IMMENSE SHIPPING LOSSES 


Submarines Have Played Havoc With 
Hostile and Neutral Ships. 


Berlin, Feb. 2.— Despite the restric­ 
tions placed on undersea warfare by 
American influence the central powers 
in the period between the beginning 
of the war and Jan . I, 1917. have de­ 
stroyed 4,021,500 tons of shipping, at a 
current value of $450,000,000. 
Of this 
total 3.009,000 tons were British, or 
nearly 15 per cent of the total British 
tonnage a t the outbreak of the war. 
During the same period the naval 
forces of the central powers, princi­ 
pally through submarine offense, have 
destroyed as prizes 401 neutral ships 
i f 537,500 tons gross because of their 
transportation of contraband

W ashington, Feb. 2.— P resident Wil­ 
son's veto of the im m igration bill be­ 
cause of its literacy test, feature was 
overridden in the house by a vote of 
286 to 106. 
Party lines w ere ignored 
in the fight, D em ocrats and Republic­ 
an s being alm ost equally divided on 
eith er side. 
R epresentative 
Norton 
of 
North 
D akota was the only m em ber of the 
house from M innesota and the two D a­ 
kotas 
to vote against passing the bill 
over the p resident’s veto. 
T here were two m em bers not vot­ 
ing, Representatives Schall of M inne­ 
sota and Young of North Dakota. 
The action of the house will be re 
ported to the senate, where the bill 
passed originally by 64 to 7. 
An ef­ 
fort to override the veto will be m ade 
there without delay and advocates of 
the m easure say it is certain to be 
successful. 
For tw enty years there has been a 
fight to establish a literacy test as a 
restriction on imm igration. 
Four tim es such a provision has 
run the gauntlet of congress and been 
vetoed at the W hite House.

first disapproved

bill on this ground and congress su s­ 
tained ills action. 
President Taft was 
the next to reject it. 
In 1915 President WilsotT refused to 
permit a bill to become a law with the 
literacy test incorporated.
